Where a state government holds 


too tight a rein on its cities prog- 
ress is stifled, because municipal 
issues are cither misunderstood or 
lost in the shuffle of bills t involv- 
ing state-wide questions at each 
snssion ot the legislature. The rem- 
edy Is to give municipalities great- 
or authority and responsibility for 
acting "or. their own" — on strictly 


I urban matters. 


For instance, here in Hope we 


have been agitating for the estab- 
lishment of a long-term local com- 
mission to handle affairs of the 
municipal Water & Light Plant, 
whose Hinds are dangerously in- 
volved with the general tax re- 
ceipts of the city government. A 
power plant should tie operated as 
a separate entity regardless who 
owns it, whether municipal or pri- 


• vate power company, because in 
' the electric business you have to 


maintain vast reserves for expan- 
sion and replacement of 
costly 


equipment as your city and its 
trade area grow. 


Other Arkansas cities in our pop- 


ulation range put their municipal 
plants under commission 
admini- 


stration years ago, notably Jones- 
boro, Conway, and Benton. 


But when Hope began investi-. 


gating the possibilities of a com- 


W mission for its own plant it .was 


discovered there was no authority 
under state law for cities of the 
first class to proceed with such a 
plan. The cities above-mentioned 
accomplished 
their 
commission 


systems while cities of the second 
class. There was state authoriza- 
tion for second-class cities — but 
not for first-class cities. 


This is absurd. 
But the reason for this absurdity 


i* easily understood. The state leg- 
islature aoesn't act without severe 
prodding, and, there being no first- 
class cities with municipal plants 
at the time the original commission 
authorization warranted, the Gen- 
eral Assembly simply 
restricted 


the bill to cities of the second class. 
Actually, most of the existing leg- 
islation 
enlarging the powers ol 


swamped many balloting points in 
the 2.C22 precincts. Some 
closod
